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j_Jfe of Prof Dr N Subbu Reddiar can be divided into five distinctive periods: [01] 

His Childhood and Education; [02] His life as a Headmaster at Thuraiyur, Trichy 
Dist. Tamilnadu ; [03] His life as a Teachers' Teacher at Karaikudi, then Ramnad 
Dist. [now Sivaganga Dist.,] Tamilnadu; [04] His life as an University Professor at 
Tirupathi, Andhra Pradesh and [05] His retired, but scholarly life at Chennai, 
Tamilnadu, running into 29 long years till his death, after a brief illness, in 2006. 



He was born in 1916 [27 August] at his mother's place, a 
small village by name Perahambi, Lalgudi Taluq, Trichy Dist., 
Tamilnadu. After his informal and formal education in the 
villages and nearby towns [Thuraiyur 
and Musiri], he moved to Trichy to complete his Bachelor's ^ ■— 

degree [BSc - Chemistry] and, then to Madras [Chennai] to 
complete his Teacher training [LT]. [His Teachers] 


He began his career as a Founder-Headmaster [9 years], then he 
served as a Professor in a Teacher's Training College [10 years] and 
later retired as a University Professor in 1977 [17 years], after 
serving the cause of education for 36 years in several capacities. 
Even after his retirement in 1977, Professor was invited to serve 
various positions. In 1978, he accepted the post of Chief Editor, 
Tamil Encyclopedia offered by Tamil Academy, Chennai, Tamilnadu, India. 



During this 36 year of service and then, 29 years after his 
retirement, he published more than 130 books in a variety of topics 
t i™. ranging from Tamil language, Tamil literature, space science, to 
education, educational psychology, literary criticism, and to 
religion, philosophy, genetics, biography, pedagogy, and 
autobiography, etc. After his retirement, he had published 100 books. 
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He established TEN endowments in universities and educational institutions with 

the funds coming from his own earnings and cash awards 
received, with the objectives of conducting a series of 
lectures each year by inviting Tamil scholars who are 
specialists in various fields, as indicated by the Professor. 
Professor gave lectures on several topics in various 
endowments established by other charitable institutions 
in universities and, published those lectures in a book form. 



During his academic career, Professor participated in [and 
presided over] several All-India seminars and presented 
papers in English in a variety of fields, viz religion, 
philosophy, education, literature, etc,. When he was in Sri 
Venkateswara University, he conducted four national level 
symposia, wherein the inaugural and valedictory sessions 
were conducted in English for the benefits of all faculty and students of the 
University. 



His 14 books received prizes from the University of Madras 
and Government of Tamilnadu. Apart from these, he was 
honoured by other institutions, like Madurai-Kamaraj 
University (honoured him with DLitt), and several Religious 
and Charitable Trusts. He was awarded ' Kalaimamani' by the 
Tamilnadu lyal, Isai, Nataka Mandram of Government of Tamilnadu for his 
enduring contribution to the enrichment of Tamil. 



At the time of his death [1 May 2006], he was 
Professor Emeritus [for Life] in the Department of 
Tamil Language and Literature in the University of 
Madras, Life Member of Academic Council in the 
Madurai-Kamaraj University, Madurai and President, 
Anna Nagar Tamil Sangam, Chennai - 600 040, 
Tamilnadu, INDIA. 



In May 2008, Government of Tamilnadu had nationalized all his 135 books.

Professor's mother, Kamakshi Ammal, was a great 

visionary and a woman of perseverance 
personified. Born in a well to do agricultural family, 
brought up comfortably, married to Gnani Nallappa 
Reddiar of Kottathur from a middle-class agricultural 
family, but unfortunately, she became a widow at the 
age of about 23 years; she showed an extraordinary mission in bringing up her only 
son to the level what he was at the time of his death on 1 May 2006. 




Deriving the courage from the Will dated 17 Oct 1918 
of her husband, she had to continue the agricultural 
activities, which were left by her husband, with 
enormous difficulties and in fact, her task was really a 
Herculean one. As there was no sufficient income from 
agricultural products, she had to sell the properties 
periodically one by one to meet the educational 
expenses of her son at various stages. This act, naturally invited trouble from her own 
kith and kin and she boldly faced all legal proceedings initiated by them. She decided 
not to leave any stone unturned to give the financial support for her son's studies. 



When nothing was left except a small piece of agricultural 
land to support the higher education in a Teacher Training 
College at Madras, her son [Professor] was forced to sell this 
property to one of his relatives for Rs. 700, though it could 
have fetched a minimum of Rs. 1500.00. When her son 
lamented about the deal, she remarked, "The loss of Rs.800 
is nothing when compared to the benefits you are going to get through this Rs.700; 
so forget about everything; proceed to Madras to continue your studies". Such was 
her rustic wisdom.

Since his birth in 1916, he spent his early childhood in his native village, Kottathur and 
its neighbourhood. When he was about 3 years of age, his father [Gnani Nallappa 
Reddiar] passed away after leaving a Will. 

At Perahambi 

After his father's death, as the burden of looking after the 
agricultural activities fell upon his young widowed-mother 
[Kamakshi Ammal], Subbu [as he was known then] was sent 
to spend his life in his maternal uncle's [Pannai Nallappa 
Reddiar] house at Perahambi. He lived a luxurious life, enjoying 
all available facilities at his uncle's house. At about the age of 5, his education started 
in a pial in his uncle's house at Perahambi. His first teacher, Linga Chettiar commenced 
the teaching with the words: ' Hari, Namo Siddham '. Here, Subbu learned moral 
literature, Tamil and elementary arithmetic. After his maternal uncle's wife's 
death, and his subsequent remarriage, Subbu had to return back to his native place 
Kottathur along with his maternal grandmother. 

At Kottathur 




At his native place, he had to confront the difficult days due to 
acute financial crisis. In order to improve the income, his mother 
decided to run her own agricultural activities. He joined in a 
Board Elementary School at Kottathur having only one teacher 










[Chandrasekara Iyer, alias Vellore Vathiar]. He learned Tamil and basic arithmetic. 
Later Subbu studied English and Mathematics from Samuel 
Pillai and VK Ranganatha Iyer, who joined the school later. 

His primary education continued till 1930 [completing his VII 
standard] and then, Subbu had to leave his native place as 
there was no high school at his village. 

At Thuraiyur 

His teacher, VK Ranganatha Iyer had taken the responsibility of putting the boy-Subbu 
at the proper school and accordingly Subbu joined in Zamindar Middle School, at 
Thuraiyur and completed VIII standard. Then in 1931, he moved to Musiri to 
continue his school education.

Young Subbu completed his school education in two places, namely atThuraiyur and 

at Musiri. In 1934, he passed VI Form [XI standard]. To reach this stage, his mother 
had to struggle and, in fact sold some properties at throw away prices. In this process, 
she received displeasure from her kith and kin. Also, they initiated some legal action 
against her and, she had to face these legal hurdles for a very long time in her life. 


At Thuraiyur 

Subbu completed his VIII standard [III Form] in Zamindar 
Middle School, at Thuraiyur and passed the Government 
examination obtaining the second rank in the school. As there 
was no facility to continue his education at Thuraiyur, he moved to Musiri. 

At Musiri 

He continued his education in District Board High School at 
Musiri and completed his XI standard [VI Form], obtaining the 











second rank in the school. In VI Form, he studied Chemistry as an Elective in the 
English medium. 


College Education 

As his mother continued to struggle to manage the chronic financial constraints, Subbu 
moved to Trichy to do his BSc and, then to Madras [Chennai] to get LT [Licentiate of 
Teaching]. 

At Tiruchirappalli 


With the money from the sale proceeds of wet agricultural land 
at Kottathur and his mother's blessings, he moved to 
Trichy and completed his Intermediate Course at St Joseph 
College in 1936. As he got married in Sept 1936 and also due 
to his illness, he had to discontinue his studies for one year

To meet the expenses of further study, Subbu had to sell a piece of agricultural land 


to one of his relatives at nearly half the price. With this 
money, he moved to Madras [Chennai] and joined 
Teachers' College at Saidapet, Madras [Chennai] and 
completed his LT [Licentiate in Teaching] in 1941. As soon 



as he finished his studies at Madras, an offer was made to him for the post of a 
Headmaster in a school at Thuraiyur. 









Private Education 



Even during his service, Professor continued to study and 
improve his knowledge. He passed Vidwan [Tamil] in 1944 
obtaining first rank, passed BA [Tamil] in 1947 obtaining 
first rank in the University of Madras and then, passed MA 
[Tamil] in 1951 obtaining second rank in the University of Madras. He registered for 
PhD in 1964 in the Department of Sanskrit, Sri Venkateswara University and submitted 
his thesis entitled " Religion and Philosophy of Nalayira 
Divya Prabhandam with special reference to 
Nammaivar" and received PhD from the University in 
1970. Later, in 1977 Sri Venkateswara University, 

Tirupathi published this thesis as a book. He was the 

first person to receive PhD in the department of Tamil in Sri Venkateswara University.

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Though married in 1936, Professor had no children for 
nearly 12 years. Initiated and guided by his elderly 
relatives, Professor took up a pilgrimage of 40 days, visiting 
several holy places and shrines invoking God's 
blessings. With a meticulous planning and a systematic 
schedule, the pilgrimage covered Rameswaram, 
Thiruvananthapuram, Srirangam, Thiruththani, Palani, 
Thiruvannamalai, Kanyakumari, Madurai and 

Thiruchendhur. He was blessed with a son in 1949 and 
another son in 1953. 

Until her death in 1959, Professor's mother had brought up 
the children with the traditional grandmotherly affection 
and love. Though Professor had to leave his family [1960] 
when he decided to move to Tirupathi, he made proper and 
appropriate arrangements to take care of his sons' 
education at Karaikudi. When his family moved to Tirupathi, 
he himself took care of his sons' education.

Married Kamakshi 
Ammal, had a only son (Professor) and died in 1919 when 
his son was about 3 years old. He left a Will dated 17 Oct 
1918. 

MOTHER 

Kamakshi Ammal : Architect of Professor. Born at 
Perahambi in a well to do agricultural family, studied up to 
3rd standard and was married to Gnani Nallappal Reddiar 
of Kottathur. She became a widow when her sonl was about 
3 years old. A woman of very great vision, patience, 
perseverance, and rustic wisdom, she faced and won 
several domestic and legal battles in the long-fought 
process of educating her only son. After enjoying her last 5 
years with the company of her grandchildren, she died on 
1 January 1959 at Karaikudi. 


MATERNAL UNCLE 

Pannai Nallappa Reddiar - Rich landlord in Perahambi, 
was a calm and quite man. He showed much love and 
fatherly affection to Professor, who lost his father at the 
age of about 3 years. He enjoyed ample income from 
agricultural activities, which were supervised by his mother. 
He remarried after the death of his first wife; due to 
consequential domestic issues. Professor and his maternal 
grandmother had to leave Perahambi and moved to 
Kottathur. Died in July 1959.

WIFE 

Sellapapa : Born in a rich agricultural family, studied up to 
3rd standard and married Professor in 1936.

Faced 
the legal battles initiated by her own brother Ramasamy 
Reddiar against her and her own mother and won all of 
them with a great determination. Survived Professor's 
death on 1 May 2006. Expired on 22 Nov 2008. 

WIFE'S BROTHER 

Ramasamy Reddiar: Born in a well to do agricultural 
family, had limited education. Basically, a good, religious 
and innocent man. He remarried, while his first wife was 
alive, and on the ill-advice of his new father-in-law, he had 
taken some steps/actions which created problems and legal 
issues. He initiated several legal proceedings against his 
own sister and mother, lost most of his family wealth, 
ruined his own family and gained displeasure from 
everybody. Died in 1978. 

CHILDREN 

Prof Dr S Ramalingam - Born atThuraiyuron 13 October 
1949, he completed his education at Karaikudi, Tirupathi, 
Coimbatore & Madras [Chennai]. Got married in 1976 [ Ms 
Prema Ramalingam], served for about 14 years in the 
banking industry, and as an educational consultant for 
about 22 years.

On the invitation from the promoters [Vijaya Venkatachala Durai and 

Muthu Venkatachala Durai], Subbu had taken charge as a 
Headmaster of the Middle School, known as Zamindar School, at 
Thuraiyur. Below is the room in which Professor served as 
Headmaster of the school. 

Educational Administrator 

From the day one, he took an extraordinary interest in all the 
aspects of the establishment of the school , namely, 
maintaining accounts, recruitment of teachers, organizing class 
works, and initiating a meticulous correspondence with the 
district educational authorities to promote the school into a high 
school. At the end of third year, Zamindar school attained the status of a High School. 
During this tenure, he had established Trichy District Tamil Teacher's Forum, 
organised several literary seminars by inviting Tamil scholars from Madras [Chennai] 
and other places. He contributed a lot in establishing Thuraiyur Teachers' Federation. 
When he was working as a Headmaster, he had completed Vidwan [Tamil] and BA 
[Tamil] by private study.

several off-campus camps with the aim of developing the nuisances of the teaching 
skills among the teacher-trainees. Also he devoted utmost time and energy in starting 
and developing a library for the Department. [In 1985, the Government of Tamilnadu 
established Alagappa University, by bringing all colleges together founded by Dr RM 
Alagappa Chettiar].

When he left Sri Venkateswara University in 1977, 
the Department of Tamil was fully functional with research activities. During his tenure 
at Sri Venkateswara University, the Department of Tamil was the most popular and 
active Department in the University. 


Developing the Tamil Department 


In August 1960, he joined as a Lecturer of Tamil in Sri Venkateswara University, 
Tirupathi and there was no Department of Tamil as such. In early sixties, he initiated 
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and established Tamil Sangams in the neighbourhood of the 
University in places like Pakala, Chittoor, Nagari and Puthur, etc 
and also, he was responsible to have Tamil as one of the 
languages in the schools in and around Tirupathi. After his 
Herculean effort, he got necessary and sufficient grant from the 
Government of Tamilnadu to facilitate and establish post¬ 
graduate programs in the Department of Tamil of the University. In fact, post-graduate 

course in Tamil, leading to MA degree of the University, was 
introduced in 1970. During the next three years. Professor was 
concentrating on establishing research activities and MPhil 
courses in Tamil were introduced followed by PhD programs in 
Tamil language and literature. To encourage and give 
opportunities to the students to meet and converse with Tamil

scholars. Professor utilised the grant offered by the University 
Grant Commission, New Delhi and initiated and conducted four national level 
seminars on most popular themes in Tamil literature by inviting eminent Tamil 
scholars and savants from different Universities in Tamilnadu. As most of the 
proceedings, especially inaugural and valedictory 
sessions were conducted in English, these seminars 
were very popular and well received by all the students 
and staff members of the University. The Sri 
Venkateswara University in their website acknowledged Professor's service as: 



" The Department of Tamil established in 1969 blossomed into a full- 
fledged post-graduate and Research Department with a 
goodwill grant of Rs.50,000/- sanctioned by the 
Government of Tamil Nadu in 1970. With commendable 
pioneering spirit, a stalwart in the field. Dr N Subbu 
Reddiar conceived the idea of the post-graduate and 
Research Department and worked ceaselessly for its 
establishment. This is the only Tamil Department in 
India which has expertise in Vaishnava Literature and Philosophy 







institutional], innumerable students benefited from Professor's vast and varied 
spectrum of knowledge - basic science and mathematics in the high school at 
Thuraiyur, methods of teaching in a teacher training college at Karaikudi, and Tamil 
literature, Tamil language, Literary Criticism, Enjoyment of poetry, religion, 
philosophy, etc in an University, Tirupathi, Andhra Pradesh. Naturally most of them 
occupied several high and responsible positions in life and in fact, some of them got 
retired.

Professor had lived a life of a savant till his death in 2006. During 
these 30 long years, he was himself involved in a variety of activities, 
such as guiding research scholars, doing research 
projects/assignments, writing and publishing several books, participating in a number 
of seminars & symposia, serving several academic bodies, etc., During the period from 
1977 [retirement] to 2006 [death], Professor had written and published 100 books. 
He received several honours and awards from a variety of organizations, including 
Government of Tamilnadu and Madurai-Kamaraj University. 


Academic Activities 


In 1978, Professor was offered the position of Chief Editor of Tamil 

(LtCTlM COMMUSSiqN Of IN04A 

Encyclopaedia of Tamil Academy and served there for 18 
months. He served as a visiting Professor in the Department of 
Tamil, Sri Venkateswara University, Tirupathi during the Silver 
Jubilee year of the Department of Tamil [1985]. In 1989, University 
of Madras had appointed him as Professor Emeritus in the

Department of Tamil Language and Literature for life and Professor 
reciprocated this honour with his usual devotion and dedication. He served as the 
Honorary Director of Institute of Traditional Culture of Asia and Southeast Asia for six 
years [1996-2002] and he made the Institute very popular by conducting several 
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Professor Dr N Subbu Reddiar held a variety of responsible positions at several stages 

in many numbers of institutions. Several universities/institutions/organizations had 
utilised his knowledge and expertise to their advantage. During this period. Professor 
made immense contributions to the development of Tamil language, literature, 
education, educational administration and research. His organizing capacity and high 
analytical skill in approaching/handling problems were well known in academic circles. 

He was very meticulous in complying with laid down rules/regulations at all stages; 
on some occasions, his insistence of strict compliance of procedures irked higher 
authorities, as they could not accomplish their own whims and fancies. His courage to 
fight against injustice done to himself/any body was simply terrible. He tactfully 
managed the very tricky as well as non-sensical situation in his life - while serving in 
Tamilnadu, Professor was considered as non-Tamil person and while serving in 
Tirupathi [Andhra Pradesh], he was treated as a person from Tamilnadu. 

After his retirement in 1977, he had associated with several educational and cultural 
institutions, held higher positions and served the cause of Tamil till his death in 2006. 

He was the permanent life-member of the Academic Council, Madurai Kamaraj 
University, Emeritus Professor for Life, University of Madras, Member, Regional 
Committee, Sahitya Akademy, Madras Region, and also guided three scholars for PhD 
programme in the University of Madras. Also, he held senior positions in the various 
committees constituted by Government of Tamilnadu and Tirumala Tirupathi 
Devasthanams.

When Professor disagreed to have any change in the name of 
Endowment, he received a reply from the Registrar stating: 

T am, by direction to inform you that the Syndicate at 
its meeting held on 22.2.2002 has resolved that the request 
of Dr N Subbu Reddiar to institute an Endowment in the 
name of "Prof Dr N Subbu Reddiar and Tnrt Chellapapa 

Ammal" for award of Medal/Prize(s) to the best student 
who secures First Class with First Rank in MA Tamil 

degree course be not accepted and the amount of 
Rs.25000.00 received from him for instituting an endowment 
be returned/refunded." [Vide Cl/15929/2002 dated 2.4.2002] 

It may be noted that no University in Tamilnadu had raised any 
objection to the name of the Endowment, viz, "Prof Dr N Subbu 
Reddiar and Tmt Sellapapa

Professor had converted his knowledge and experience into books; as a headmaster 
he was teaching science and mathematics, culminating the arrival of some books on 
physics, chemistry, genetics, popular science, etc; When he was a Professor in the 
Department of Tamil in a Training College, he produced several books on pedagogy 
and educational technology, such as Tamil

Though by birth a Saivite, Professor had chosen “Vaishnavism” as the 
thematic topic for his research [PhD], conducted a very elaborate and 
comprehensive research and submitted his thesis in 1969, ‘ Religion and 
Philosophy of Nalavira Divva Prabhandham with special reference to 

Nammaivaf , which was later [1977] published as a book with a Foreword 
from Dr M Anananthasayanam Iyengar, Ex-Governor of Bihar and Ex- 
Speaker of Lok Sabha. Dr Iyengar observes in his Foreword that the 
book is Professor’s magnum opus. Most of the books written after 1969, 
are based either on religious theme or received religious treatment. 

Professor excels himself when the theme is either religion or 
philosophy. He profoundly uses the hymns of Alvars whenever the 
subject matter deserves religious touch or he himself decides to give a 
religious/philosophical treatment. One can see, here and there, the 
scientific touch though the theme is religious or philosophical. Giving 
religious/philosophical treatment to science topics and giving scientific 
treatment to religious/philosophical topics is unique to Professor 
himself. He speaks about his own experiences [as he visited personally 
102 Vaishnavite shrines] whenever/wherever he handles Vaishnavism or 
other allied fields. Students doing research either on religion or 
philosophy or Tamil literature find many of his books, under this category, 
are very appealing and useful.

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As soon as Professor finalised his research theme as 'Vaishnavism', he decided 
to undertake an elaborate tour of all Vaishnavite shrines in Tamilnadu and 
north India. He systematically grouped all 102 (out of 108) shrines into suitable 
geographical zones, such as Paandiyanaadu, Chozhanaadu, Thondainaadu, 
Nadunaadu, Malainaadu and Vadanaadu. He started visiting these shrines during 
academic vacations - mostly with his family and on few occasions alone. 

Once he completes visiting all shrines in a particular geographical zone, his personal 
experiences in the audience of principal deity of these shrines take a form of a book; 
thus each visit culminated with a wonderful book. These books are very popular 
among vaishnavites or even among others who are interested in religion.

Preparing bibliographies helps researchers keep track of the sources they consulted 
or cited for their written material and gives readers a framework of how the writers' 
arguments were formed. Annotated bibliographies make it easy to remember what 
each source discussed and help readers refer back to those sources when analysing 
research papers or building their own work upon existing studies. 

An annotated 
bibliography goes a step further by providing a short synopsis of each source, and 
some authors include a brief personal analysis. Standard and annotated bibliographies 
give proper credit to the authors of the source materials, so readers can determine if 
the ideas of the researcher are original or influenced by past works. 

From a learning perspective, bibliographies aid the researcher in developing a strong 
standpoint during the early stages. Writing annotations encourage researchers to 
perform in-depth readings of all sources, compare different viewpoints and formulate 
opinions for a thesis.
